Mr. Stu ltz in his patriotic u tterances 
was enthu siastically applau ded

Moore was seconded in a motion to ap­ 
point a secretary , who was chosen in 
the person of H arry .Bowlman.

The Democratic Cau cu s. 


It was abou t 8 o'clock Satu rday ev en­ 
ing when the V eterans’ Dru m Corps 
formed in line at the corner of First 
street and Galena av enu e and marched 
down First street to Highland av enu e 
and back again. 
T he object was to 
draw a crowd for the patriotic mass 
meeting in Schu ler Hall, and when on 
tbe retu rn-of the dru m corps Fred Coe | L 
blew the stirring notes of the “ aesem 
bly ” from one of the windows ov erlook 
ing the street, the long hall was soon 
filled to ov erflowing. 
Capt. H. U. Bardwell of 
Camp TO 
Sons of Veterans, called the meeting 
to order, stating tha t it was postponed 
from last Tu esday ev ening; it was not 
called for sons of v eterans alone, bu t 
for all loy al citizens, in order to talk 
ov er the present war situ ation and en 
roll recru its for the companies of v ol 
u nteers no.v being organized in Dix on 
He 
then 
introdu ced 
Hon. 
L. \\- 
Mitcheli. 
Mr. Mitchell said tha t it was one of 
the prou dest day s he ev er k new when 
he watched Company G 
leav e 
for 
Springfield and learned tha t more than 
the req u ired q u ota of Illinois troops 
had been su pplied. 
It wou ld also be t 
hu miliation to him if the national gov 
ernment sent back any of these brav e 
boy s becau se more had v olu nteered 
than were needed. 
It is the highest 
k ind of patriotism which mak es itself 
ready to fight the battles not alone of 
state and cou ntry , bu t for mank ind, as 
in the present crisis. 
T he noblest place 
for man to die is where he dies for his 
fellow man. 
W hile it is a gem of v er 
du re and fertility , Cu ba has nev er con­ 
tained happy homes in freedom. 
The 
United States now* proposes to ex tend 
t íe priv ileges of liberty and self-gov 
ernment to the inhabitants of this isl 
and. 
“Old 
Glory ” has nev er 
been 
stained, thou gh carried on a thou sand 
battlefields by those from whom y ou 
are desended; bu t the grasp of the old 
v eterans is weak ening and it is a pleas 
u re to k now tha t y ou nger generations 
stand ready to seize it and and carry its 
starry folds to higher altitu des per­ 
haps than we carried it. 
After the applau se had su bsided, 
Captain Bardwell remark ed tha t the 
v eterans who might be heard from 
du ring the ev ening were the men who 
got back —the bu llet dodgers. 
Ex -Post Commander C. W. Dey arose 
and said tha t as to the impu tation of 
old soldiers being 
efficient 
“ bu llet 
dodgers,” he belonged to a regiment 
which when mu stered in had nearly 
elev en hu ndred men on its rolls, bu t 
at the grand rev iew at W ashington In 
’6 5, only eighty -fiv e su rv iv ors of these 
marched down Pennsy lv ania av enu e 
Mr. Dey asserted tha t he once had the 
honor of mak ing 25 ,000 rebels ru n. He 
ran and they ran after him. 
He didn’t 
wish to discou rage the boy s, for there 
is lots of glory in a soldier’s life—after 
they get home. 
Lieu t. A. C. Moore then gav e a talk 
on the probability of there being a sec­ 
ond call for v olu u teers. 
T ha t was the 
reason why he had left the Pacific 
coast and come to his nativ e state of 
Illinois to enlist v olu nteers. 
In 1801 
tbe first call was not su fficient. 
W e 
hav e entered into a long, cru el war; 
we shou ld not u nder-estimate the en­ 
emy . 
T here are as maoy Spanish sol­ 
diers in Cu ba now as the entire army 
of the United States, both regu lars and 
v olu nteers. 
More force may be need­ 
ed. 
To the sons of v eterans in partic­ 
u lar a chance was now giv en to follow 
the gloriou s ex ample of their fathers; 
let it not be said tha t the sons were u n­ 
worthy of their sires. 
T he old flag 
will not be tarnished in the hands of 
the present generation; neither was it 
when carried by ou r fathers, many of 
whom stand ready to again do battle 
u nder it. 
T he spirit of ’76 is as mu ch 
aliv e as ev er. 
Let ty ranny tremble: 
its time has come 
on the W estern 
Hemisphere and the Spanish oppressor 
will soon be driv en across the ocean. 
W e s ta nd ready for the nex t c a l l a nd 
if it comes we hope to do ou r du ty . 
C. E. Seales corrected an impression 
which had gained grou nd when he an­ 
nou nced that all wou ld be allowed to 
sign the roll who wished to: if there 
were enou gh for one company of v eter­ 
ans’ sons, another company wou ld be 
f >rmed of those who were not. 
They 
shou ld be organized and drilled so that 
w’hen the call came they wou ld be ef­ 
ficient. 
Dav id SennetY, or “ Dad” as he is fa­ 
miliarly called, nex t gav e sk etches of 
army life, incidentally reply ing 
to 
Capt. Bardw ell’s rem ark as to bu llet 
dodgers by say ing tha t he had dodged 
bu llets after they had passed him, bu t 
had nev er stopped any , thou gh one 
had tak en a slice ou t of him as it went 
by . 
Mr. Senneff gav e a hu morou s ac­ 
cou nt of how the newspapers were 
howling in '6 2 and how he took u p 
their cry and went “ on to Richmond’’ 
as a prisoner. 
Many interesting a n­ 
ecdotes and ex periences were told and 
he wou nd u p by say ing that as he 
cou ldn't go to the front there was noth­ 
ing for which he felt a greater lik ing 
than to be able to gu ard the commis­ 
sary department in the rear. 
G. A. Stu ltz, who has been instru - 
j 
mental in arou sing mu ch enthu siasm 
in recent patriotic meetings, was then 


T he Democratic cau cu s was largely 
attended, as they generally are here in 
Dix on, Satu rday ev ening, and the dis­ 
patch with which the bu siness was 
transacted demonstrated that the cau ­ 
cu s machinery was carefu lly constru ct­ 
ed, high geared and abu ndantly lu bri­ 
cated. 
In the twink ling of an ey e the 
delegates were bou nd, gagged and de­ 
liv ered ov er to F. It. Hanlon, all of 
which was neat and appropriate for 
the occasion. 
T he meeting was called to order by 
the chairm an of the town committee, 
F. R. Hanlon. He proceeded to rev iew 
a newspaper article in which it a p­ 
pears tha t Mr. Hanlon was charged 
with being a “ ward politician” and a 
political wire pu ller. He charged J. T. 
Lawrence with the au thorship of it, 
and denou nced him as a party ou tcast 
and an ou tcast from himself. 
Mr. 
Hanlon then proceeded to defend him ­ 
self ano eloq u ently av erred tha t he 
was engaged in a terrific battle with 
the goldbu gs, the Ru pu blicans, Mark 
H anna and the dev il. 
He shou ld hav e 
added Theo. Wilson and M. Maloney . 
He alleged tha t ne was as pu re 
as a 
su ck ling dov e, free from all political 
piracy and chicanery , and had alway s 
demeaned himself honorably and with 
credit to himself. 
At this point James Div ine nominat­ 
ed H. S. Dix on for chairman. 
Upon 
assu ming the chair Mr. Dix on recog 
nized Joseph Ru land, who said he had 
a resolu tion to offer, mov ed its adop­ 
tion and it was carried. 
T he resolu ­ 
tion instru cted delegates to be appoint­ 
ed to v ote as a u nit for Mr. Hanlon. 
How a resolu tion can bind a delegate 
not In ex iitenee at the time of its ' mas­ 
sage was su ggested by a member as 
q u eer, bu t in practical popocratic poli­ 
tics nothing is impossible. 
A motion was made tha t a committee 
be appointed to select thirty -fou r dede­ 
gates to attend a conv ention at Amboy 
on Tu esday nex t. 
Motion amended; 
amendment lost: motion carried. 
T he 
committee was appointed by the chair 
and retired to select the delegation. 
Each committeeman had a list of dele­ 
gates in his v est pock et, as per a r ­ 
rangement. 
T here is no dou bt tha t 
this manner of proceeding is highly 
democratic, for as a ru le democratic 
politicians are afraid to tru st their 
destinies in the hands of the plain peo­ 
ple. 
\ Sou th Dak ota silv er orator was 
then introdu ced to the au dience. 
He 
deliv ered a v ery fair speech consider­ 
ed fro them standpoint of a free silv er 
Democrat. 
He ev idently was not con­ 
v ersant with practical democratic pol­ 
itics in Lee cou nty . 
H e eu logized the 
party and affirmed tha t all honesty of 
pu rpose, dev otion to principal, lov e of 
indiv idu al liberty , and respect for in­ 
div idu al rights was embodied in his 
party , and t ha t the Repu blican party 
was the incarnation rof all political 
piracy , intrigu ing and perfidy . 
He 
said it was an honor to belong to tho 
Democratic party as it is now consti­ 
tu ted. 
T he committee came in and reported 
a list of delegates and assu med the 
au thority of designating the chairman. 
T he chairman then said a motion to 
adjou rn was in order, and a motion to ! 
adjou rn was made and carried. 
The 
au dience is still wondering w hat occu r­ 
red and c a n’t u nderstand how it hap­ 
pened that althou gh they went t he r e ! 
> v ote for delegates, they were not 
permitted to hav e any v oice in their 
selection. Of cou rse no ward politician 
or political 
wire-pu ller ev er dev ised 
the plan or pu t in ex ecu tion the fences 
tha t resu lted in the selection of dede­ 
gates to the conv ention by the latent 
and most improv ed methods of political 
chicanery by which the people, in 
mass cau cu s, are preclu ded from hav ­ 
ing any sort of a v oice in the selection 
their own
